These o rders were Issued by the stat© 
d ep artm en t after the receipt, of a dis­ 
patch from Minister* Ileaup re report­ 
ing th a t conditions in 
H avana and 
suburbs of the city had assum ed th© 
ch a ra c te r of a race war. 
It is probable th a t Admiral O ster­ 
haus, besides the dispatch ship, will 
take his flagship, the W ashington, into 
Cuban waters. 
M inister B eaupre’s m essage said that 
conditions in and around H avana had 
been m enacing since F riday night and 
th at th ere were anti-negro d em o n stra­ 
tions of large proportions by irrespon­ 
sible elem ents and th at there were 
clashes in every q u a rte r of H avana 
and vicinity. 
He reported th at the negroes were 
being goaded into violence and th at 
retaliation might have d isastro us con­ 
sequences. 
A m ericans and o ther for­ 
eigners and m any Cubans, he said, 
were very apprehensive, and desired 1 
th e sending of an A m erican war ves- . 
sel.
